It wa.1 presumed that Sun meant 
he certainly would not agree to a 
settlement which would give red 
leaders more than equal power In 
a ccalltlon go\'emment. 

Chiang ond Sun have talked It 
over, this source said, and have 
agreed. 

Ari<r rormotlon o( Sun's cabinet 
li completed, which Is expected to- 
day, and Chiang has approved It. 
tho cabinet will meet Immediately 
to decide whether to undertake 
peace negotlaUons with the com- 
munists.

HOPEFUL SIGN IN BERLIN 
Bomo people who hnve been to Germany 
and looked around say that our occupation 
BOvemmcnt la not dolriR a very Kood Job at 
domocratlzlnB the Oermans. Maybe not. But 
ir the Berlin municipal elections are any 
Bauge. most Germans, given a choice, aecm to 
prefer our way or dolnft things to the Rus- 
alan way. 

This Is a hopeful .lign, even though the Ber- 
lin situation Is di.-icournBlnB. For a lot of 
former nazls might be expected to pick up 
communism. Communism was one of naz- 
lsm'3 prime cnemlc.i, according to Hitler. 
Yet the German man In the street must sec 
the essential similarity between the two 
systems, for all their political differences. 

Ruulan control brings him rcRlmentntlon. 
orders from on high, terror and all the rest. 
But he went through all that before. And as 
he Joined the Nazi party, perhaps, tor the 
sake of safely and his Job, so now he might 
support the Soviet communl.<;t In the hope of 
preferred treatment where the Russians are 
present. 

Instead, a great proportion of eligible vot- 
ers turned out to vote against communism in 
the communist-boycotted elections. This 
voluntary action was more Impressive, though 
less dramatic, than as If they had come out to 
try to keep communist candidates out of city 
offices. There was no pro- and anti-com- 
munist conte.st. Yet the Berliner,'; took the 
trouble to register their ovcnvholmlng sup- 
port of the pro-democratic parties. 

There Is a choice of reasons lor this. Per- 
haps the Berllners, and Germans In general, 
really do fear the Russians, even though they 
were long accustomed to regimentation and 
8upcr-statl.sm. Maybe they want to associate 
themselves with what they feel is the stronger 
ildc. 

But It might also be that the western demo- 
cratic system is smarter as well as more 
Just. The contest for the Borliners' favor, 
made necessary by Russian tactics, has nat- 
urally stimulated ' the Germans' feeling of 
national self-importance. But western policy 
also builds up their feeling of Individual 
self-importance. 

In their last free prewar election a major- 
ity of Germans voted to turn their govern- 
ment over to the nazls, whose "platform" 
was based on national self-importance. They 
were a super-raee, Hitler told the Germans. 
Their highest honor was to die for the father- 
land. 

Even the most die-hard nazl must su.spcct 
that something went wrong with the prac- 
tice of that theory. 

The wartime debate over whether the Ger- 
mans were a nation of p.'sychopaths got ta-^t 
In a maze of academic Ideas. But It Is safe 
'to say that the Germans still po.wcs3 basic 
human Instincts as well as Teutonic ones. 
And one of the former Instincts Is that of In- 
dividual Importance and worth, 

Marxist communl.sm. like Hitlerite nazkm. 
denies that Instinct. Tlie democratic Ameri- 
can government was founded on the belief 
that that Instinct was not only right, but 
God-glvcn. Ever^' communL-it government 
In the world today was Imposed by force or 
threat of force. When a nation, or even a 
city, has the chance to choose between these 
two phllo-iophles of government, freely and 
without fear, the choice Is for Individual 
dignity and freedom. 



THREE YEARS MORE? 

Now that we're winding up the Christmas 
rush and another year, one of the questions 
most of us are a.^klng ourselves Is: What will 
1049 be like? 

The thing that prompts that question Is 
the doubt In the average mind about condi- 
tions In general. High prices, the possibility 
of a depression and signs of Increased unem- 
ployment are but a few of the factors con- 
tributing to the uneasiness and uncertainty. 

We make no preten.^e of being economists 
or statisticians, but we can pass along the 
Information that comes to our attention. The 
experts, for Instance, believe that the pres- 
ent rate of consumer purchases of durable 
goods— 522,500,000,000 annually— should con- 
tinue for about three years at least. It will 
take that amount of time, they think, to fill 
backlog orders and satisfy both the demand 
pent-up during the war, and the natural de- 
sire lor families to obtain the latest living 
improvements. 

Automobiles are expected to account for a 
large share of these purchases. With the 
Marshall plan and rearmament maintaining 
a three or four-year market for industrial 
durables — machinery, heavy vehicles, loco- 
motives, etc. — manufacturing, employment 
and general buying power should not fall fur 
below the present levels. 

Household durables — deep freezers, refrig- 
erators, furniture, rugs, basic home repairs, 
new furnaces, and such — however, have a 
fairly long life, from 10 to 20 years. So alter 
the present demand Is filled within the next 
three years, there may bo a long lag before 
the consumer durables market will require a 
•■rerill." 

So It looks like three more "good" 7car5 
U wc keep up our cold war wltb Russia. But 
where do we go from here four or five years 
Jrom no^lhat's the $G4 question.

Neutrons Differ

to be released, tlmi mulclnR tlio 
chain reaction, Tliey carry so much 
cnerKj' Uint sometimes they can 
cause an atom to split Just bi" pnsa- 
1ns. 

Numerous types ot animals. In- 
cludlns mice and rata, have been 
BTpoacd to neutron beams and ovcr- 
npoaum klllo the animals. 

Research Under Way 

In the various atomic labora' 
torle* today, research programs ar< 
under way to leam more al«ut nou- 
tronn and their behavior. Many 
medical aclenllsU bcllcvn n neuUon 
beam may be a powerful weapon In 
cancer ircalmenl, particularly lor 
tlie deep-sealed cancer which ra- 
dium and X-rays can not reach 
without damaging normal tissue. 

They are knoT.-n lo cause (treat 
damage to human cells, however, 
■nd as in the case of 3C-ray, medical 
ecienco must leam how to use neu- 
trons. In Uio case of the phj-alclsta, 
they may have damaged the lens oT 
thB eye, with catarnriji reiultlng.
